Sources said there was no 
firm evidence the enemy would 
attack Saturday night, but the 
step was taken as a precaution 
bei’ause the enemy traditionally 
have launched attacks on week­ 
ends when they feel the allies 
are off guard. 
An offensive 
against Saigon last May began 
on a Saturday night. 
Commenting on the btimbing 
raids today, de.s(Tit>ed as the 
heaviest in two months, a U.S. 
spokesman said: “ Priority re­ 
quires that the B52s be brought 
into the 3rd Corps—Saigon and 
outlying areas—right now .” 
In the past three days 160 of 
the Strategic Air Command’s 
eight-jet Stratofortre.sses, flying 
from bases in Okinawa, Guan 
and Thailand, have saturated an 
arc m ^h w est to nortlieast of 
Saigon with more than 5,000 
toas of bombs.

It was a victory for the West­ 
ern powers which, though op­ 
posing South Africa’s white su- 
prem ist policies, had expressed 
j grave misgivings over the effect 
the suspension could have on 
the legal structure of the U.N.

Rand, Firm 
Indicted In 
Vaccine Case 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
A federal grand jury has indic­ 
ted James H. Rand III and his 
Rand 
Development Corp. on 
charges growing out of the pro­ 
motion of an experimental can­ 
cer vaccine manufactured bv 
the Cleveland-based Company.

Calif., a resolution was 
adopted commending the serv ices of Ray Bliss 
as chairman of the Repub lican National (Com­ 
mittee. That was a part of the reaction in the 
GOP to persistent rumors ev er since toe elec­ 
tion that President-elect Nixon was considering 
the replacement of Bliss with one of v arious 
names which were the sub ject of speculation in 
the press. 
That speculation indicated that the incoming 
president wanted a party chairman who would 
serv e on the dinner circuit as a sort of ev angel­ 
ist or pitchman and who would expound the v ir­ 
tues of the (JOP and presumab ly of the Nixon 
administration in particular. 


BLISS, AS EVERYONE KNEW when he was 
elected in 1965, was to b e a full-time party 
manager whose operations were designed to 
b uild a solid party organization in all of toe 
states and local communities. He nev er pre­ 
tended to b e a Billy Graham. 
In a column three w*eeks ago I describ ed how 
b rilliantly successful he had b een as state 
chairman in Ohio. As national chairman his ex­ 
ceptional success w-as demonstrated in the 1966 
election. This year, too, his capacity was shown 
in toe nationwide Repub lican strength through­ 
out the country. 
In short, he .serv ed as chairman of a party 
which was at a v ery low eb b after the 1964 elec­ 
tion and in three years had b rought it to a pari­ 
ty with the hitherto dominant Democratic par­ 
ty.

Silent Night 
I 


This Is the season for Christmas carols, those 
wonderful melodies which have done so much 
to help make our observance of the birth of 
Christ the happy occasion it is. 
But this year one carol, above all others, de­ 
serves special recognition It was just 150 years 
ago, Dec. 24, 1818, that “ an unassuming little 
song.” which was to capture the hearts of peo­ 
ple throughout the world, was born. 
Research has disclosed that the word< of the 
song were penned by Jospeh Mohr, a parish 
priest in Salzburg, Austria, and the melody was 
composed bv Franz Gruber, a teacher and or­ 
ganist. 
The song was sung up and down Austria but 
it was not until 1854 that it actually was made 
public by Gruber, who sent a copy of the origi- 
. na I song to officials. 
The world is certainly indebted to Austria for 
its precious 
gift of “Stille Nacht 
Heilige 
Nacht.” 
To mark the anniversary, Austria has issued 
a postage stamp commemorating the event and 
reminding the world of the birthplace of “Silent 
Night.” 


At the recent Republican Governors Confer­ 
ence in Palm Springs, Calif., a resolution was 
adopted commending the services of Ray Bliss 
as chairman of the Republican National Com­ 
mittee. That was a part of the reaction in the 
GOP to persistent rumors ever since the elec­ 
tion that President-elect Nixon was considering 
the replacement of Bliss with one of various 
names which were the subject of speculation in 
the press. 
That speculation indicated that the incoming 
president wanted a party chairman who would 
serve on the dinner circuit as a sort of evangel­ 
ist or pitchman and who would expound the vir­ 
tues of the GOP and presumably of the Nixon 
administration in particular. 


BLISS, AS EVERYONE KNEW when lie was 
elected in 1965, was to be a full-time party 
manager whose operations were designed to 
build a solid party organization in all of the 
states and local communities. He never pre­ 
tended to be a Billy Graham. 
In a column three weeks ago I described how 
brilliantly successful he had been as state 
chairman in Ohio. As national chairman his ex­ 
ceptional success was demonstrated in the 1966 
election. This year, too, his capacity was shown 
in the nationwide Republican strength through­ 
out the country. 
In short, he served as chairman of a party 
which was at a very low ebb after the 1964 elec­ 
tion and in three years had brought it to a pari­ 
ty with the hitherto dominant Democratic par­ 
ty. This was recognized by the national commit­ 
tee when he was re-elected chairman by the 
committee, presumably for four years, by unan­ 
imous vote after the Miami Beach convention. 
The reaction to the talk about replacing Bliss 
came from the working hands of the party, 
Bliss’ colleagues in the national committee, 
from Republican governors and from Republi­ 
can meml>ers of Congress. In the press such 
veteraas as Bill Henry and Walter Trohan 
joined the chorus of protest. All of this I had 
personally investigated when I wrote mv own 
protest against the rumors in mid-November. 
For Nixon to permit these speculations about 
removing Bliss without any denial or any word 
of congratulation to Bliss personally or to the 
public was most strange. For above all, the in­ 
coming president is a man who deeply believes 
in the sort of party organization that Bliss ex­ 
emplifies. Indeed, after his defeat in I960 he 
felt that the margin he needed and lacked was 
due to the failure of the national committee 
that year. 
The source of these rumors about replacing 
Bliss is not hard to guess. At least four names 
came to my mind when I first read of the spec­ 
ulation. All of these have been mentioned in the 
press in the course of the past two weeks. And 
all of them probably want Bliss’ job. And none 
of them has either a wide acquaintance with 


workers in the national party or is gifted with 
the talents of an evangelist. 


THE PROJECTION of these rumors from the 
Nixon entourage is only one example of the 
leakage which has been going on ever since the 
campaign started. Reporters ply their trade 
and if there is no news from the chief they es­ 
tablish contacts with the people who are close 
to the chief. And since so many on the Nixon 
staff have been rank amateurs in politics and 
government, they have on numerous occasions 
peddled their information which, of course, has 
been widely published in a press that has had 
hard going so far as news from the top level 
was concerned. 
Now there have been several selections of 
people who will in the interim before the inau­ 
guration co-ordinate this or that with the outgo­ 
ing administration. One might suggest that be­ 
fore co-ordinating these matters with the outgo­ 
ing presidency it would be well to co-ordinate 
things within the Nixon staff of helpers. It has 
been and is a leaky vessel.

Rep. Laird’s 


With the announcement that Rep. Melvin R. 
Laird of Wisconsin, chairman of the House Re­ 
publican Conference, will be secretary of de­ 
fense, the question naturally arises why Presi­ 
dent-elect Nixon chose him. 
For the prevailing concept has been that the 
Defense Department, being a huge organiza­ 
tion, needs a business wizard like Robert 
McNamara to head it. 
President Johnson changed this somewhat 
when he appointed, as McNamara’s successor, 
Clark Clifford, who is a lawyer and an effective 
liaison man with Congress and all the agencies 
of the federal government. 


MR. CLIFFORD HAS MADE a good secre­ 
tary of defense. Indeed, his record is such that 
some people thought he might be continued 
even under a Republican administration. 
The truth is the problems of the Department 
of Defense are not very well known to the pub­ 
lic and Melvin Laird has made a special study 
of them for years. As a member of the defense 
subcommittee 
of the House 
Appropriations 
Committee, he has been his party’s chief 
spokesman on military issues in the House of 
Representatives, and wrote a book in 1962 about 
defense policy. 
He is a practical and realistic man of 46, who 
had experience in a middle-sized business be­ 
fore he came to Washington in January of 1953. 
He has served 16 years in Congress and was 
re-elected to the House Nov. 5. 
Basically, Mr. Laird believes it is not a func­ 
tion of the Defense Department to make foreign 
policy, though it must be ready to meet whatev­ 
er contingencies may arise military. He is in­ 
clined to criticize what is called “flexible re­ 
sponse,” and is more on the side of the Eisen­ 
hower doctrine of using defense as a deterrent, 
whether in the field of nuclear or conventional 
weapons. 
This Is one reason why he Is very strong for 
research and development. He thinks that it 
may prove the ultimate answer to the problem 
of preventing war. The choice of weapons is 
perhaps the most difficult problem that the De­ 
fense Department faces. The military has one 
idea and Congress often has another. 
/ ' 
AS FOR THE ADMINISTRATIVE side of the 
Defense Department, Secretary McNamara, In 
his seven years in the Pentagon, had from 12 to 
15 assistant secretaries, and he delegated the 
responsibility of management largely to his 
deputy secretary, particularly from 1964 to 1967 
when Cyrus Vance held that post. 
Prior to the time that Congress enacted the 
law creating a secretary of defense and requir­ 
ing the secretaries of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force to be subordinate to him, there was rival­ 
ry between the armed services. But fundam^- 
tally each one concentrated on what could be 
done to build a strong defense for the country. 
The civilian heads of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force might well be given more latitude and 
more power to deal with their respective prob­ 
lems than they have had since “unification” In 
1947. 
As for the Joint Chiefs of Staff, they occupy a 
peculiar position under existing law. They con­ 
stitute, in fact, the immediate military staff of 
the secretary of defense. 
While it Is desirable for them to he associated 
closely with the head of the Defense Depart­ 
ment, the chiefs of the armed services pre­ 
viously had, especially in wartime, a more inti­ 
mate relationship with the president as com­ 
mander-in-chief — something that is just as log­ 
ical in peacetime. The chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff may attend conferences of the 
National Security Council, but this is not a sub­ 
stitute for the close contact which the military 
chiefs had directly with the president prior to 
and during World W’ar II. 


REP. LAIRD HAS the confidence of the Sen­ 
ate as well as the House and knows his way 
around Congress. He is conscious and insists 
on getting all he facts before making up his 
mind. 
He has dealt with many officials from the 
Pentagon while serving on the defense subcom­ 
mittee in the House. He, therefore, can be re­ 
garded as a knowledgeable man in the field of 
defense organization as well as policy. 
Looking back over the previous nine secretar­ 
ies since the creation of the Department of De­ 
fense, Mr. Laird fits into the group. With the 
exception of Gen. George Marshall, who served 
as secretary for a short while, he has qualifica­ 
tions similar to those of some of the more suc­ 
cessful secretaries of defense.

W' h e n 
the group was first formed, we 
were told we would not get state 
approval because we did not 
have certified personnel, but in 
1<»6, we not only got the ap­ 
proval. but the state recom­ 
mended we start a n o t h e r 
school.” 
IN 19.S7, the second class was 
launched in the Westminster 
Sunday School classroom in Sa­ 
lem and in 1959, when the en­ 
rollment in East Liverpool was 
12 and the enrollment in Sa­ 
lem was 12, the third class was 
begun in the basement of the 
Presbyterian Church at Lisbon, 
with an enrollment of 8.

This also cuts down on the size of the herd the following 
years, because most does will only have single fawns instead 
of twins, all because of poor feeding conditions. 


GUN LAW. Sales or guns 
and ammunition will be con­ 
trolled under the new federal gun law which takes effect 
Monday. 
Internal Revenue Service directors are preparing ma­ 
terials to help gun dealers, gun buyers and collectors com­ 
ply with the new law enacted by Congress in October. 
In releases being sent out by the IRS, there is a para­ 
graph which says “The new 
law should not place any un­ 
reasonable restrictions on the purchase or ownership of or­ 
dinary guns used for hunting, target shooting or other law­ 
ful purposes.” It doesn't say the law will not place restric­ 
tions (Hi gun ownership and it also leaves a large loophole

Sales will generally not be peimitted to out-of-state resi­ 
dents, although a person from an adjoining state can buy a 
rifle or shotgun by complying with certain provisions. 
Sales to residents of a state will be prohibited if posses­ 
sion of the firearm is not allowed by local ordinance. Sports­ 
men should keep alert tx) this and oppose ordinances that 
would restrict or prohibit gun ownership in any given town. 
Some larger gun retailers that have sold guns through 
mail orders have started establishing licensed outlets in each 
state. The guns can be sold in this manner within a state, 
but not shipped across a state line.

A N SW ER ; Strawberries seem to have lilllc resemblance 
to the fruits and flowers we show in a ring in our p icture. 
Yet all these belong to one p lant family, and it may 
.surp rise you to learn that this is the rose family. The roses 
with which we are so familiar are the cultivated k ind, with 
large double p etals, but we show the smaller wild rose in 
our p icture. Notice how similar this five-p ctaled blo.ssom 
is to the flowers of the other rose family members, even if 
their fruits are very different in ap p earance. It is through 
these flowers that one realizes the family resemblance. 
Strawberries were once called strewberrie.s. This came 
from the use of the old word strewn, meaning scattered or 
distributed. W hen you look at a bed of strawberries 
bearing fruit you will notice how these fruit arc dis­ 
tributed, scattered or strew n among the leaves of the p lant. 
Words often arc changed while being used, and so strew- 
berry became strawberry. Then, too, straw is often used 
with strawberries. It mak es a good mulching material to 
p rotect the p lants in areas which have cold winters.
